All others are barred. What are ^ 
some of the evil results? First, the 
judge. In order ever to be elected, 
mtut be a pcdltidan, wiiatever elae 
he be.

dan which meana thgt he Moot be a 
raak partisan of tha prevaillag taa> 
lion ot the dominant party of hto 
ili strict, and a friend of "the boas" 
of the district. If the other faction 
of Ills party sei-s a chance to de- 
feat him in the party, they put up 
another candidate who Is the choice 
of that factloa and Ito boss; and they 
setUe tt he t wasa than to tha party 
prtoMury or party eaaveattoa whsra 
eaeh of them and all their friends 
ars expected to spend all the money 
they can raise; and they generally 
do Jiisi that tblnK. If the oth.T par- 
ty see a i lianee, they put up u can- 
dldate in much the same way, e.\- 
cept that the corruption In the par- 
ty is only In proiiortlon to the chance 
ot final eleetton. This candidate 
oaa aaly aaeare a dean nomination 
It ha hM no chanoa of final eleo- 
ttoa. la thto heneflceat way we flB> 
ally get two candldatea tor the moat 
importent office in the stete. They 
are exiiected not only to contribute 
money to their election, but it is 
regarded aa *iweIchinK" on the game 
for either of them not to do so. in 
short the victor often gete his office 
aa aU other ottlesra grt thalra. by 
tha wont totm ot pdltlaal ehtaaaary. 
to say nothing of w h olsan i s hrlhscy 
ot votes, both In the primariee and 
the final I'leetlon. And thi'n soiii.- of 
us who do not know tli.' >;.iiii. ^o 
well actually expect a judge so select- 
ed to enforce the law against elec- 
tion offences, and especially bribery 
to elections. "What tools we mortals 
ba.** A Jndge so noaslnatad and bo 
sleeted gaso Into otlloe with a mUl 
staaa ahoat hto aeek.

Parade of The Knlghta. 

The "grand parade" of Tuesday was 
tbe largest parade of Knlghta Templar 
ever held.

It clearly Indicates that the poo> 
pie are generally arouaed aa to tho 
serlousneaa of the situation and am 
led to take any action which will tend 
to Improve condltiona, even If It bo 
only to temporarily check tbe evil 
until further Inveatlgatlon and the ap> 
plication of modem aclentiflc methoda 
of study any analysis may offer a 
morn satiafactory solution. 

"The Increaaed adoption of laws 
prohibiting tbe sale of liquor doao 
not, I think, signify a growing conTte- 
lion that such is the only wise oa 
proper eolutlon of the liquor problem, 
but that It Is a temporary check, and 
helpful, until a better meana la al 
band. The rtudy of modern condV 
tlona to our penal inatitntlona and of 
the general aoclal condition, leads 
more and more to a realization that 
the remedy for tireao pnbllo lUs lieo 
not in attempting to admlnlater pn» 
iahment, or to make curea for tbo 
damage which has been done, btit 
rather to adopttag BMssures that win 
prevent the ocenrrence of the dlflW 
culUes. More aad more It Is coming 
to be felt thrt toebrtoty as well as, li>- 
deed, mort of the criminal offencea. 
are due to some defectlre mental 
dition rather than to deliberate 
altlon to be bad or mean. 

"The treatment of the drunkard, a* 
well aa tbe criminal generally. Is be- 
coming more and more to be looked 
upon aa neceaaarlly more of a hos- 
pltel treatment. The success which 
baa tended tko work at the State hoa- 
piul rt rnkoro atoa* tkto Baa to ta> 
tereatlng, 

"In connection with the forward 
movement for temperance. I wish that 
more effort might be made to provide, 
amid proper surroundings, the socla^ 
bllity and good-fellowship which Is 
found In the saloon. This sociability 
and good-fellowship are, to my mind, 
quite aa mnch the attraction to tho aa^ 
looa aa tka Bauar." 



ALCpHOL AN) TO PNBIIIONUI 



Well Knoom eiMtoal Part Thrt Ui 
of Lto«^ Pkra Badly Whaa At* 
taehod by — 



It la a well-known clinical fact thaf 
tboee addicted to the use of alcohol 
fare Tory badly when attacked by 
pneumonia. Indeed, the mortality 
among drinkers Is very high in erery 
dlaeaae; but la especially marked in 
pneumonia. Dr. Julius Poblman waa 
atruck by this fact, and In order to 
teat It performed a number of expert- 
menta be has recorded In the Medical 
News. 

Pneumonia is considered by the best 
authorities as an Infectious disease, 
and, from Its organisms, there is sup- 
posed to spread through tbe system a 
toxine. called pneumo-toxine. against 
which weak bodies struggle with great 
dHnc\ilty, or In vain, saya Health. The 
disease Is more than a mere conges- 
tion of the lungs. Dr. Pohlman, In bla 
experiments, took some strong and 
lusty dogs, and Injected Into tbs 
trachea. Just below the larynx of each 
one, some pure alcohol, and noted 
the effect. 

His work seems to have been done 
rather unsclentlflcally. but his conclu- 
sions agree with clinical experience, 
although of much lewg value. How- 
ever, hla work will give the antl vlvl- 
aectionists something to talk about. 

His theory Is that. If to a congestion 
of the lungH brought <m by alcohol a 
pneumonia he added, the Individual 
atands little chance of recovering. 

While the study of the blood serum 
In pneumimla ha.s not advanced quite 
as far and to such jiradlcal results a> 
in diphtheria, still It Is [>retty well 
agreed that during an attack of acute 
lobar pneumonia there la In circula- 
tion in the Mood a certain substanc* 
which nuiy h" called pneuuio toxine, 
which In fatal cases causi « death, be 
Ing disseminated all through the body 
with the hlood, while the organisms, 
as a rule, in simple cases, stay In the 
lunga. In cases that recover from 
pneumonia there Is noticed at the time 
of the crisis and after that there la a 
disappearance of pneumo-toxine from 
the blood, and there la found an anti- 
dote to it, which baa been called antl- 
pnaumo-toxlne, and experlmenU wltb 
thia antl-pneumo-toxlne, from a eo» 
raleacent patient tojeetod aubcutano> 
ously Into one very ill with pnoth 
monla. hare showa tkrt tko sonun to
